A special system of oiling was also a requisite, utilizing a 
thin jet of oil, shot against the bearings at high pressure.

gp tae the automobile dealer and the manufacturer 
there should never be any antagonism. As a matter 
of fact enmity between man and man ought to be eliminated 
—perhaps in the millennium it will be. 

While the interests of dealer and manufacturer run to 
the same line, in the final analysis, nevertheless before that 
final analysis comes there are regrettable sources of differ- 
ence. Let us examine some of these from the dealer’s point 
of view. 

One of the most frequent complaints that dealers make 
is the unstable character of their contracts. The ordinary 


dealer’s contract may be abrogated by either side on sixty 
days’ notice. Dealers complain that whenever the all-too- 
frequent changes of sales managers come in the factory or- 


ganization, the tendency of the new regime is to issue termi- | 


nation notices with a lavish hand. This gives dealers gen- 
erally a feeling of insecurity; an extreme caution regarding 
the assumption of liabilities, which may be necessary for the 
successful development of their businesses. 

In the past it has frequently happened that dealers have 
received notice of the termination of their contracts from 
assistant sales managers, field representatives and other 
functionaries under the sales manager’s sway. The dealer 
has always felt that his contract never should be terminated 
by any official except the sales manager himself. 

Some time ago the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce took up this very question with its members 
and the majority of them agreed that the dealer was 
entitled to this protection, and now contracts made by 
companies subscribing to this doctrine can be canceled 
only by the sales manager himself. 

Another complaint that dealers make is that cancella- 
tion of a contract on sixty days’ notice leaves them without 
time enough to get rid of their stock, not only of cars but 
of parts. This N. A. C. C. conference, referred to above, 
took up this question and agreed that where the dealer’s 


contract is canceled, he should be allowed a reasonable time | 


to work off his stock or else the manufacturer should take 
over the products remaining unsold. 

Dealers often say that they would like some form of 
contract giving them protection for a period, say one of five 
years.

got to protect himself, exactly as the dealer wants to protect | 


his right in the business that he may build up. Probably any 


dealer with satisfactory financial backing could get a five-| 
year contract from his manufacturer, if he agreed to take| 


a given percentage of the factory’s output during that period 
and sell it in his territory. Most manufacturers would be 
glad to do business with, say, one hundred reliable dealers, 
each of whom would agree to take 1 per cent. of the factory’s 
production during a period of years. 1 
the manufacturer’s sales expense tremendously, but obvi- 
ously a dealer would have to bring a satisfactory guarantee 
of his ability to carry out his part of the transaction. 
American manufacturers are more and more tending 
to co-operate with their dealers. They realize that they 
themselves are wholly dependent on the success of their 
dealer organizations for their own success. In many cases 
the dealer still has just cause for complaint, but the manu- 
facturer who permits such causes for dissatisfaction to 
continue is going to find out his mistake. Sales are built 
by a satisfied, prosperous and hopeful! dealer organiza- 
uidn.
